Paris, Jan. 8, 1864. 

I ovcnt to have excepted the splendid edition of 
“Don Quixote,” issued by Messrs. Hachette & Co., 
from the sweeping denunciations of the gift-books 
issued from the French press. It is a marvellous 
work. They spent $40,000 on it, and they really 
have produced a work as near perfection as can be. 
The illustrations are all by Mons. Gustave Doré, 
that prolific genius, who now has the whole illus- 
trating trade more completely in his hand than poor 
Alfred and poor Tony Johannot had it in theirs 
fifteen years ago. There was a great cry against 
them for monopolizing the business; mediocrity 
yelled that they kept their brother artists starving. 
When the brothers died soon after one another, the 
field was thrown open to everybody. This was the 
consequence—the other artists were not employed, 
and illustrated books went out of vogue. The artist 
creates the trade, and not the trade the artist. Since 
M. Gustave Doré rose to fame, there has been a 
greater demand for illustrated books than ever, and 
he not only gets all he wants, but more than he 
can attend to,so that inferior artists now, as in 
the reign of the brothers Johannot, get a good deal 
of work. Let Dives be ever so stingy, there are 
always crumbs falling from his table in suflicient 
quantities to nourish some Lazarus without the gate. 

Messrs. Hachette \ Co. are just now greatly annoy- 
ed by a phrase which occurs in M. Edmond About’s 
new novel, which they have in press and so nearly 
ready for publication that they are only awaiting the 
replenishment of the public purse (which has been 
so completely drained by the holidays as to put it 
out of the power of all of us to dine respectably) to 
issue itonsale. For books, as an eminent publisher 
here recently remarked, are the first things people 
stop buying when hard times arise; the public 
think they can do without books with much less 
inconvenience than any other luxury. If the mind 
be starving, the first old woman who can retail ser- 
vants’ stories about the neighbors can supply aliment 
enough to keep most minds from a sense of hunger. 
The objectionable phrase in M. About’s new novel 
is said to be an expression even more blasphemous 
than it is witty. M. About would not be a French- 


man if he consented to sacrifice the point of an epi-! 


gram for religious decency; and it is said that he 
positively objects to allow his publishers to pour 
ink over the sentence. Indeed, they are said not to 
be disposed to go as far as this; the edition, which 
was a large one, was actually printed and stitched 
before the obnoxious phrase was discovered. It 
seems to be a sort of stale mate in which scruples 
and interest check each other. Let me not leave 
Messrs. Hachette without mentioning that their 
interlinear translations of the Greek and Latin 
authors for schools have cost them $200,000. They 
continue to prosecute their library edition of all 
the eminent French authors with great energy and 
care. Their edition of Mme. de Sevigné’s Letters 
is the best ever published; and their edition of 
Montaigne will be equal toit. I regret to say that 
they are not allowed to pursue their career in peace. 
Their opponents are making every effort to assure 
success to the next campaign against their monopoly

The prospects of the book trade in France are 
bright, although some uneasiness about war is felt, 
The suicidal policy of the Germans, who are doing 
all they can to seduce the French Emperor into 
seizing the left bank of the Rhine, may tempt 
France so irresistibly as to force the country into 
war; but otherwise the future seems bright. Vil- 
lage libraries are being established in almost every 
village of the departments of Flemish and German 
origin, that is, nearly all the departments of north- 
eastern and eastern France. The Catholics are 
likewise very active in publishing and disseminat- 
ing books suited to their views. A joint-stock 
company, with a capital of $200,000, has been 
formed to publish books for distribution in this way; 
bish®ps, ecclesiastics, and pious gentlemen are the 
chief proprietors of shares. All these enterprises 
help the book trade. Give people a taste for books, 
make them familiar with publications, and they 
will not easily consent to be completely deprived of 
them. 

I am sorry to say that many persons connected 
with literature have recently departed life. It 
was but the other day one of your publishing firms 
announced the issue of M. Emile Saisset’s last work 
—to-day your pages must record his death; he was 
only forty-five years old. There were no indications 
of undermined constitution beyond great nervous 
irritation and debility ; but they are common infir- 
mities of slaves of the lamp. He felt indisposed to 
give his usual course of lectures this winter, and 
appointed M. Paul Janet in his place. A few days 
ago he fell sick and took to bed, and the first thing 
we heard was his dissolution. Death comes now 
like a thief in the night. You are too little ac- 
quainted probably with the biography of Russian 
literary men for the name of Mme. de Lanskoi to 
revive a remembrance of a tragic story in your 
mind. She was the widow—ought I not to say the 
murderess of Pouchkine, the greatest poet Russia 
has yet produced? She was a woman of extraordi- 
nary beauty. She inflamed a French officer who 
had joined the Russian army with the loosest desires, 
and she listened to his wild protestations. Her hus- 
band became an eye-witness of his dishonor, and 
challenged d’Anthés (this was the name of the profli- 
gate) toduel. The poet fell. His widow afterwards 
married a M. de Lanskoi, and passed the remainder

There 
are above 3,500,000 printed works, and supposing 
that each of these is composed of three volumes, 
and that 300 copies of each were printed, the num- 
ber of volumes would be above 3,313,000,000 ; but 
at least two-thirds of this enormous mass have 
been destroyed, consequently we have left in all the 
public and private libraries in the world only 
1,104,588,000 volumes. If all these volumes were 
placed side by side, they would form a straight line 
of 23,010 miles.”” M. Duruy, the Minister of Instrue- 
tion, has ordered Claude Lancelot’s “ Racines Gree- 
ques” to be struck off the list of school books in use 
in French schools. The imperial library of the Rue 
Richelieu at present possesses 2,000,000 printed vol- 
umes, 200,000 manuscripts, 3,000,000 engravings, 
500,000 maps, and, besides all these, a valuable col- 
lection of medals and antique gems, &c. The French 
Government has ordered that the old classical 
method of musical study belonging to the Conser- 
vatory be republished, with such amendments and 
corrections as may be judged necessary by a most 
competent committee, on which are such men as 
M. Auber, M. Berlioz, M. Clappisson, and the like. 
Among these works are “Cherubini’s Solfeggio,” 
“Marches of Harmony,” “Catel’s Harmony,” L. 
Adam’s Large Method for the Piano, Baillot, Rode, 
and Kreutzer’s Method for the Violin, Baillot’s Art 
of the Violin, and the method of singing of Cheru- 
bini, Méhul, Gossec, Garat, and Plantade. 

Messrs. Firmin Didot have published the first 
volume of a History of Contemporary Times (from 
1830 to 1863), by M. A. Gabour. It will be in ten 
volumes. They have published the first number of 
the second volume of the “ Dictionary of the Fine 
Arts,” published by the Academy of Fine Arts, and 
the fifth volume of M. Foucher de Careil’s edition 
of Leibnitz’s works. M. Aug. Carlier (a gentleman 
who resided some years in America) has published 
a history of the United States’ Americans, and of 
their relations with the Indians and Negroes from 
the settlement of the colonies to 1776, in two vol- 
umes. The late Count Alfred de Vigny’s posthu- 
mous volume of poems, “ Les Destinées,”’ will be 
published nextweek. The “ Life of M. Victor Hugo” 
has reached its sixth edition.

Carrain SprKe.—The “Journal,” recently pub- 
lished, in which Captain Speke relates how he dis- 
covered the source of the Nile, is attacked in many 
quarters for its petulance, and by some able geogra- 
phers, well acquainted with Africa, for its recording 
an uncompleted discovery. He found that the Nile 
flows out of the lake in the valley of the Mountains 
of the Moon, called the Victoria Nyanza, in three 
separate channels. Two of them appear to be 
rather swamps, or (as Captain Speke calls them) 
rush drains, than rivers, but the third is a noble 
stream. It flows out of an arm of the Nyanza 
with a noble rush of water, over a fall about 12 
feet high, and 400 or 500 feet wide, which must be 
rather like Schaffhausen. The complaint is that 
Captain Speke did not go up and round the Nyanza, 
and ascertain from what rivers it derived its waters. 
The largest of these feeders might be assumed to be 
the original Nile, and ought to have been traced up 
to its source. Here is a case in point. The Shan- 
non is the largest river in Ireland. Entering 
from the Atlantic, one can sail on it between the 
counties of Limerick and Clare. From the city of 
Limerick to Lough (a lake) Derg is about thirty 
miles. Anyone going up the Shannon, and finding 


, that it flowed to the sea from Lough Derg, would 


be laughed at if he claimed that he had there 
found the source of the river. In fact, the Shan- 
non, traced up from Lough Derg, successively 
flows through Loughs Ree, Baffin, and Allan (first 
becoming navigable at the latter place), and is 
found to arise in the northwest of Ireland, within 
a few miles of Donegal Bay. Geographers say 
that the Nile should have its real source ascer- 
The head of the Nile‘has 
yet to be found. One of the most curious things in 
Captain Speke’s volume is a small map printed in 
red and blue, which stands near the beginning of 
the book. The blue represents the actual state of 
things. The red represents the same country as 
depicted in certain ancient Hindoo documents, 
first published in Europe in 1801 by Lieutenant 
Wilford. It is impossible to look at them without 
seeing that the Hindoos had excellent information 
upon the geography of the country. The same

At an herneshaw that lies aloft on wing, 

And whiles they strike at him with heedless might, 
The wary fowl his bill doth backward wring; 

On which the first whose force her first doth bring, 
Herself quite through the body doth engore, 

And falleth down to ground a senseless thing: 

But the other, not so swift as she before, 

Fails of her souse, and passing by doth hurt no more. 

Grorce MorRELAND.—A well-known firm of auction- 
eers in London announce the sale, in February, of 
an important collection of the works of George 
Moreland, several of which have never been offered 
before for sale; also his celebrated picture of the 
“Cornish Wreckers,” from the Standish Gallery, 
and a capital portrait of this justly esteemed national 
painter. The biography of Moreland,in Allan Cun- 
ningham’s “ Lives of the British Painters,” is one 
of the saddest ever written. It shows genius wasted, 
mind destroyed, health ruined, and fortune idly 
lavished beneath the debasing influence of convivial 
excess, 

Tame AND TeLvcv.—In a recent London paper we 
find this advertisement: “Tamul and Telugu.— 
An experienced native teacher, possessing an En- 
glish academical education, gives instruction in 
the above languages to private pupils and those at 
educational establishments.” He partly confesses 
hot only to an utter ignorance of the above named 
languages, but also to not knowing where and by 
whom they are spoken. 


Neciectep Wortuies.—Lawrence Sterne, the crea- 
tor of Uncle Toby and the immortal Shandy family, 
has hitherto been without a biographer. General 
Wolfe, who perished at Quebec, in the moment of 
victory, is in like predicament, though Robert 
Southey had collected materials for a life of him. 
We learn from England that Mr. Percy P. Fitz- 
gerald is about publishing a “Life of Lawrence 
Sterne,” and that Mr. Wright has completed a “ Life 
of General Wolfe.” 


SHAKSPEARE AND CERVANTES.—“The Atheneum” 
Says: “It has often been remarked that, though 
Shakspeare and Cervantes are both recorded to have 
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died on the 23d of April, 1616,the day of their death 
was not really the same, because in 1616 the Grego- 
rian Calendar was already in use in Spain, while 
it was not adopted in England until more than a 
century later. The anniversaries are, however, 
now kept on the same day. On the 23d of April 
last, while the birth and death of Shakspeare were 
being commemorated in London, at many clubs, 
the Spanish Academy, comprising the most distin- 
guished literary men of Spain, attended solemn 
obsequies in honor of Cervantes at the Church of 
the Trinitarians at Madrid, which were performed 
by the Cardinal-Archbishop of Seville, and followed 
by a funeral oration by the Bishop of Siguenza. A 
few days after, a still more remarkable ceremony in 
commemoration of the great author took place. The 
house, called the Casa de Medrano, still exists at 
the village of Argamasilla de Alba, in which, ac- 
cording to tradition, Cervantes was confined at the 
instance of his Sir Thomas Lucy, a country gentle- 
man, named Quixada, when hacommenced the com- 
position of a satire on his antagonist, which gradu- 
ally expanded into the world-renowned ‘ Quixote.’ 
The house was for sale in the early part of 1862, 
and was purchased by the Infante of Spain, Don 
Sebastian, uncle to the Queen, with a view to its 
preservation and restoration. On the 9th of May 
Don Sebastian paid it a visit of ceremony, when 
verses on the occasion were recited by Hartzen- 
busch and others, the authorities had a sumptuous 
breakfast, and liberal alms were distributed to the 
poor. The publisher, Don Manuel Rivadeneyra, to 


| whom all lovers of Spanish literature are under ob- 


ligations for his excellent series of the Spanish 
classices—one of the greatest publishing enterprises 
of recent times, not only in Spain, but in Europe— 
then had his share in the honors of the day. He 
had conceived the whimsical notion of printing a 
splendid edition of ‘Don Quixote,’ on the very 
premises where the author had been imprisoned, 
and obtained Don Sebastian’s permission to transfer 
his presses to the spot, where he had now every- 
thing in readiness to commence operations. At his 
request the Prince himself printed the first sheet of 
the new edition, and was so pleased with his sue- 
cess, that he did not cease till he had printed four 
copies, one of which he declared his intention of 
presenting to the Queen in person, and another to 
the Spanish Academy ; while the third was reserved 
for himself, and the fourth for the publisher.” 

Miss Hosmer, THE AMERICAN Scviptror.—It has 
been declared in “The London Art Journal,” that 
Miss Hosmer is not the sculptress of the magnificent 
statue of Zenobia, which was one of the glories of 
the International Exhibition of 1862, where it at 
least divided the honors with Gibson’s Venus. John 
Gibson, long resident in Rome, is the most eminent 
of living British sculptors, and, in refutation of the 
slur attempted to be cast upon Miss Hosmer, allows 
the following statement to be published: “ Find- 
ing that my pupil Miss Hosmer’s progress in her art 
begins to agitate some rivals of the male sex, as 
proved by the following words printed in the ‘ Art 
Journal ’—‘ Zenobia, said to be executed by Miss 
Hosmer, but really executed by an Italian work- 
man in Rome ’—I feel it is but justice on my part 
to state that Miss Hosmer became my pupil on her 
arrival at Rome from America. I soon found that 
she had uncommon talents. She studied under 
my own eyes for seven years, modelling from the 
antique, and her own original works from the living 
models. The first report of her Zenobia was that it 
was the work of Mr. Gibson, afterwards that it is 
by a Roman workman.

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always challenge the attention of scholars. That 
the foremost name in English literature should still 
require an editor after a lapse of near three cent® 
ries is indeed strange. While the classic authors 
of antiquity almost without exception, even the 
obscurest, have been annotated and illustrated, and 
in each instance boast at least one editor who 
|commands universal respect, Shakspeare has the 
singular infelicity to have had much attempted 
upon his works that is useless, more that is harm- 
ful, and comparatively little that deserves unquali- 
fied respect. Doubtless the most popular editor of 
the last century was George Steevens, but it may 
well be questioned whether his fine knowledge of 
ancient customs and manners, and his profound 
black letter learning, have compensated for the sad 
and mischievous tinkerings that continually bedim 
and vitiate the text. 

A correct text, one would suppose, would be the 
first need of the scholar in an attempt to study any 
author. So far as we know, Shakspeare never re- 
vised for or corrected through the press a solitary 
line of his dramatic writings. These plays were 
mainly written for and belonged to the Globe 
Theatre, and it is supposed that the author having 
been paid for his production, did not feel at liberty 
to sell it again by publication in books while it was 
still to be seen on the boards of the theatre. It is 
also to be remembered that literary property was 
then insecure and unprotected, Lord Mansfield not 
having yet lived and pronounced his celebrated 
judgment defining and fixing to a great extent the 
rights of authors. 

Dismissing all consideration of the four folios, 
which will more appropriately make the subject of 
a notice when Mr. Booth shall have finished his 
exact reprint, or Sir Henry James his photozinco- 
graphic reproduction, or Mr. Ashbee his lithographic 
fac-simile of the parent text; laying aside any ob- 
servations upon the early editions of the eighteenth 
century, such as Rowe’s in 1709, Pope’s in 1728, 
Theobald’s in 1733, Warburton’s in 1740, or Han- 
mer’s in 1744, we proceed at once to consider those 
editions that aimed at, or pretended to have critical 
value for text and commentary. The object of 

| this notice is to discuss rather the textual editions 
than the commentaries. Beyond question, the 
earliest critical edition founded upon a careful col- 
lation of the quartos and folios was that of Edward 
Capell. Capell bequeathed his fine collection of 
Shakspearian works to the library of Trinity College,

A new and critical edition of Shakspeare must! ‘the man’ does write a most extraordinary style} 
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and it is impossible to do full justice to his edition, 
from the great bulk of the notes and various read- 
ings ‘being published in a separate form,’ with 
references to previous editors so obscure and per- 
plexed that few would take the trouble to attempt 
to reach his meaning. Capell was a man of for- 
tune ; and he devoted a life to this labor, dying in 
the midst of it. Steevens never mentions him but 
to insult him; and amidst the heaps of the most 
trashy notes that encumber the variorum editions, 
raked together from the pamphlets of every dabbler 
in commentary, there is perhaps not one single- 
minded quotation from Capell. John Collins, the 
publisher of his posthumous ‘Notes and Various 
Readings,’ brings a charge against Steevens which 
may account for this unrelenting hostility to a 
learned and amiable man laboring in a pursuit 
common to them both. He says that Capell’s edi- 
tion ‘is made the groundwork of what is to pass 
for the genuine production of these combined 
editors’ (Johnson and Steevens). This, he says, 
may be proved by a comparison of their first edition 
of 1773 with that of Johnson’s in 1765, Capell’s 
having been published during the interval. He 
then proceeds further in the charge: ‘ But the re- 
publication of their work, as it “is revised and 
reprinted,” makes further advances upon the same 
plan, abounding with fresh matter and accumulated 
evidence in proof of the industry with which the 
purloining trade has been pursued, and of the lati- 
tude to which it has been extended, in each of the 
above mentioned particulars. For differing as it 
does from its former self in numberless instances, 
in all of them it is still found to agree with that 
edition, which we are gravely told by the apparent 
manager of the business “has not been examined 
beyond one play.”’ 

“But there was another cause of the hostility of 
Steevens and his school of commentators. Farmer 
was their Corypheus. Their souls were prostrate 
before the extent of his researches in that species of 
literature which possesses this singular advantage 
for the cultivator, that, if he studies in an original 
edition, of which only one or two copies are known 
to exist (the merit is gone if there is a baker’s 
dozen known), he is immediately pronounced 
learned, judicious, laborious, acute. And this was 
Farmer’s praise. He wrote ‘An Essay on the Learn- 
ing of Shakspeare’ which has not one passage of solid 
criticism from the first page to the last, and from 
which, if the name and the works of Shakspeare 
were to perish, and one copy—an unique copy is 
the affectionate name for these things—could be 
miraculously preserved, the only inference from the 
book would be, that William Shakspeare was a 
very obscure and ignorant man, whom some mis- 
judging admirers had been desirous to exalt into an 
ephemeral reputation, and that Richard Farmer 
was a very distinguished and learned man who had 
Stripped the mask off the pretender.” 

“The principle of Capell’s edition, as described 
by himself in the title-page, was to give the plays 
of Shakspeare as ‘set out by himself in quarto, or 
by the players his fellows in folio.’ His introdue- 
tion consists of an analysis of the value of these 
various authorities; and he discriminates very 
justly between those plays in quarto which ‘have 
much resemblance to those in the folio,’ and those 
Which were ‘first drafts or else imperfect and stolen 
copies.’ His text is formed upon this discriminat- 
ing principle, not attaching an equal value to all 
the original copies in quarto, or superseding the 
text of the folio by thrusting in passages out of the 
first drafts and imperfect copies. To say that his 
text is the result invariably of a sound judgment 
Would be to say too much; and indeed some of his 
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emendations approach a little to the ridiculous. 
But we have no hesitation in saying that it is a 
better text, because approaching more nearly to the 
originals, than that of many of those who came 
after him, and went on mending and mending for 
half a century till the world was tired with the din 
of their tinkering.” 

“ As early,” says Drake, “as the year 1745, John- 
son, shocked at the lawless license of Hanmer’s 
plan, affixed to some strictures on the baronet’s 
edition brief proposals for a new impression of the 
bard, and a like feeling of indignation operating 
simultaneously on the mind of Capell, this gentle- 
man employed not less than six-and-thirty years in 
the endeavor to do justice to his favorite poet. 
Unfortunately for his reputation, the text and the 
commentary were published separately and at widely 
distant periods, the first appearing in 1768 and the 
latter in 1783. It might have been expected from 
the singular industry of Capell, which was almost 
exhaustless, and the years which he had devoted to 
collation and transcription, that he would have pre- 
sented us with a text of great comparative purity ; 
but he too, notwithstanding the plodding patience of 
his nature, could not escape the rage for emendation ; 
and the innovations and arbitrary alterations which 
he introduced into the pages of his author ‘amount,’ 
says Mr. Malone, who took the pains, by a rigorous 
examination, to ascertain the fact, ‘to no less a 
number than nine hundred and seventy-two.’ 

‘“‘If, however, as an editor, he failed in one import- 
ant part of his duty, he had the merit of first carry- 
ing another into execution—that of explaining and 
illustrating Shakspeare through the medium of his 
contemporaries ; for, in the ‘Introduction’ to his 
edition of the poet, he not only announced his being 
engaged in drawing up a large body of notes critical 
and explanatory, but that he had prepared and had 
gotten in great forwardness another work, on which 
he had been employed for more than twenty years, 
to be entitled ‘The School of Shakspeare,’ consist- 
ing wholly of extracts from books familiar to the 
poet, and unfolding the sources whence he had 
drawn a large portion of his various knowledge, 
classical, historical, and romantic. This announce- 
ment, which was made fifteen years before the 
work appeared, had a result which could scarcely 
have been contemplated by the laborious compiler ; 
for he had been so full and explicit in detailing 
what he had done, and what he was about to do, 
that, as a lively memorialist remarks, ‘while he 
was diving into the classics of Caxton, and working 
his way underground, like the river Mole, in order 
to emerge with all his glories —while he was looking 
forward to his triumphs—certain other active spirits 
went to work upon his plan, and digging out the 
promised treasures, laid them prematurely before 
the public, defeating the effect of our critic’s dis- 
coveries by anticipation. Farmer, Steevens, Malone, 
and a whole host of literary ferrets, burrowed into 
every hole and corner of the warren of modern an- 
tiquity, and overran all the country whose map 
had been delineated by Edward Capell.’” 

The labors of Capell were despised and rejected 
by the editors of the seven variorum editions, who 
gave the world, and the wonder is that the world 
submitted to it, a Shakspeare “according to the 
text of George Steevens,’ saot according to the text 
of William Shakspeare, but a text formed and fash- 
ioned and tinkered by the mocker and scoffer of 
Hampstead, who patronized William Shakspeare, 
and introduced him into polite society. The singu- 
lar infelicity of the variorum editors in forgetting 
their fellow laborers in the same field, because 
they did not belong to the same literary clique; 
who ignored Capell, scoffed at Jennens, neglected 
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Eccles, and passed by Caldecott, has met its reward 
at the hands of posterity; an appreciating public 
being now loath to give £3 10s. for the volumes 
that cost our ancestors the round figure of twenty- 
one guineas. Perhaps few books of the same merits 
and pretensions have so fallen in public estimation 
in less than half a century. 

In 1770, Mr. Jennens, of Gopsal, Leicestershire, a 
gentleman who had spent much of his time anda 
portion of his handsome fortune in collecting a 
Shakspearian library, printed an edition of “King 
Lear.” In his preface he tells us: “ What the pub- 
lic is here presented with is only one play of Shaks- 
peare faithfully collated, line by line, with the old 
as well as modern editions, the different readings 
whereof are given with notes at the bottom of the 
page. Afterthe names of the persons of the drama 
directions are added for finding all the scenes where 
each character appears, every other page is marked 
with the number of the act and scene, anda sketch 
of the play is given. These last will, perhaps, be 
thought needless; but one may venture to affirm 
that any person who reads Shakspeare with a criti- 
cal intention, and is desirous of comparing charac- 
ters and scenes, will not be offended that recourse 
to passages may here, by these means, be had with 
more ease than in any other edition. 

“ This play is published as a specimen which, if 
approved of, the work will be pursued (health and 
opportunity permitting) through the whole of Shaks- 
peare’s dramatic works. ‘Tis no doubt a slavish 
business to proceed through so many editions of so 
voluminous a writer, in the slow and exact manuer 
this editor hath done in ‘King Lear,’ and proposes 
to doin the rest of Shakspeare’s plays; and though 
it is a work that seems absolutely necessary, yet 
nothing but the merit of the author and the appro- 
bation of his admirers could inspire one with 
patience to undergo so laborious a task.” 

Unfortunately in 1773 he died, having completed 
but five plays, “Hamlet,” “‘Macbeth,” “Julius 
Cesar,” “ Othello,” and “ King Lear.” 

We have had collations of single plays from the 
Germans, as “ Macheth,” by Dr. Delius, but this 
collation went no further than the four folios. 
Professor Mommsen collated “Romeo and Juliet” 
with the exactest diligence, and he deserves well 
of all scholars and students for his task of love, but 
his collation came down only to 1709, ending with 
Rowe’s edition. Dr. Leo, of Berlin, has collated 
“Coriolanus,” it is said, but no copy is known to 
the writer to be in Philadelphia, and Herr Elze has 
very inadequately and unsatisfactorily attempted a 
collation of “ Hamlet” in his otherwise admirable 
edition of that play. But a complete collation of 
Shakspeare has yet to be made. This is now at- 
tempted, and the result, as far as it has gone, is 
before us in the two very handsome octavo volumes 
now on ourtable. The editors lay down for them- 
selves, in their well-written and interesting preface, 
the main rules which they propose to be guided by 
in undertaking their edition as follows :— 

“1. To base the text on a thorough collation of 
the four folios and of all the quarto editions of the 
separate plays, and of subsequent editions and com- 
mentaries. 

“2. To give all the results of this collation in 
notes at the foot of the page, and to add to these 
conjectural emendations collected and suggested by 
ourselves, or furnished to us by our correspondents, 
80 as to give the reader in a compact form a com- 
plete view of the existing materials out of which 
the text has been constructed, or may be emended. 

“3. In all the plays of which there is a quarto 
edition differing from the received text to such a 
degree that the variations cannot be shown in foot 





notes, to print the text of the quarto /iteratim ina 

smaller type after the received text. 

“4. To number the lines in each scene separately, 
so as to facilitate reference. 

“5. To add at the end of each play a few notes: 
(a), to explain such variations in the text of former 
editions as could not be intelligibly expressed in 
the limits of a foot note; (/), to justify any deviation 
from our ordinary rule either in the text or the foot 
notes ; and (c), to illustrate some passage of unusual 
difficulty or interest. 

“6. To print the Poems, edited on a similar 
plan, at the end of the Dramatic Works.” 

That an edition faithfully executed upon the plain 
and simple principles here enumerated is, and has 
long been, a literary want, none will deny. It has 
been suggested more than once, but no scholar 
heretofore has been found hardy and toil-loving 
enough to complete so slavish a task. Does this 
edition supply this want? The writer of this notice 
has collated numerous passages in “* The Tempest,” 
“The Merchant of Venice,” and “ As You Like It,” 
plays which he has eritically studied, and has 
copious notes upon, especially textual notes, the 
labor of many months. In every instance of a 
doubtful, or disputed, or corrupt passage, he has 
found these Cambridge editors fully alive to its diffi- 
culties, and supplying much information. Had he 
had such an edition to study from, many toilsome 
hours would have been spared him, and he could 
have given the time to that higher criticism which 
can only come when the text has been settled and its 
authority determined. It is not too much to say that 
this century has not seen a more really valuable 
contribution to Shakspearian scholarship than the 
volumes before us. We do not mean by this to un- 
derrate Mr. Knight’s labors and his love for the first 
folio, nor Mr. Collier’s labors and his wondrous admi- 
ration for the quartos, nor Mr. Dyce’s valuable con- 
tributions in his carefully prepared edition of 1857. 
All these laborers are to be blessed for all their care 
and all their toil, and all their love of the Stratford 
man. They have illustrated him by antiquarian 
research and verbal criticism, but it has been re- 
served for the Cambridge scholars to give us a com- 
plete collated text. It is not a little curious that 
nearly a century has elapsed since Edward Capell 
gave his remarkable Shakspearian collections to 
Trinity College, that they remained unheeded and 
unused, but not unknown, until, in the fulness of 
time, they have blossomed and ripened and borne 
fruit; and the seed sown by the first and oldest 
collator now becomes a goodly tree, under the 
shadow of whose branches will gather scholars from 
all lands wherein English is thought and read; 
wherever men love the name and fame and art of 
Shakspeare. And it is not unworthy of notice that 
he who pens this paper is writing from the shores 
of a New World in the midst of mighty social con- 
vulsions, and from the heart of a great and peopled 
city, unfounded when Shakspeare closed his eyes 
in death; and in the name of their great common 
master, his pupil from the shores of the Delaware, 
sends his greeting to his fellow students and fellow 
lovers of the genial bard on the banks of the classi¢ 
Cam, and bids them “ Hail!”

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The subject of Slavery has been handled of Jate by so many writers, that the Publishers feel bound 
to state, briefly, the contents of this volume, which entitle it to general attention. 

It commences with a short narrative of the circumstances which led to the publication, including 
the Letter on the “ Bible View of Slavery,” the Protest of Bishop A. Potter, with all the names of the 
Clergy who subscribed it, and the Author’s reply. 

He then proceeds to a sketch of the mode which he set forth, several years ago, for the gradual 
abolition of slavery, whenever the Southern States should be ready to adopt that measure, contrasting 
it with the principles of ultra-abolitionism, to which he is utterly opposed; and discusses the objections 
which certain anonymous writers have published against his pamphlet. 

From this he passes on to the proofs which establish the lawfulness of the institution, and states, 
from the best authorities, the condition of the native Africans, sunk to the lowest point of slavery, hea- 
thenism, and moral degradation, from which they have been raised and christianized, in the hands of 
their Southern masters. 

Next he presents a statement of Slavery, as it existed under the Jewish and the Roman laws, com- 
pared with the Southern institution, and gives a full exposition of the Code of Justinian in relation to 
the subject. 

The testimony of Aristotle follows, as the best representative of the old philosophers. And then he 
sets forth the statements of the most eminent Christian Fathers, the Councils of the Church down to the 
ninth century, the ecclesiastical historians, and the modern commentators and divines, including the 
Roman Catholics; the whole proving the general concurrence of the Universal Church in the lawfulness 
of the institution, from the time of the Apostles to the present period. 

The author next proceeds. to prove that the race of ‘Candan still occupies a large part of Africa in 
our own day. And the principles of constitutional allegiance and human government, Polygamy, Man- 
stealing, the Golden Rule, and many other topics connected with the treatment of the slaves, are dis- 
cussed according to their true relations. The final result of the system is shown to be the production of 
the best instrumentality for the conversion of Africa, through the gradual expansion of a lawful and 
peaceful emancipation, which shall follow the track of Liberia, in accordance with the enlightened policy 
of the Colonization Society. 

The character of the Author is a sufficient warrant that ample justice is done to every branch of this 
important subject, and the Publishers feel confident that the work will be regarded as a standard book 
by every intelligent and candid reader. 
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
